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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Applicants canceled claims 1 -1 1 and 1 5-20 in the preliminary amendment. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. J. Scott Young on October 25, 2004. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 12, on the first line following the chemical formula (4), delete "and". 
In Claim 1 3, line 3, change "a silicone" to — said silicone 
In Claim 13, line 4, change "a" to — said 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Imamura et al (JP 11-023886 and its machine-assisted English translation 

provided by Japan Patent Office) teaches a silicone vinyl ether oligomer having the 
following formula (see claim 8, [0029] and [0051]); 
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Present silicon oligomer of present claim 12 is distinguishable over the prior art's 
silicone oligomer shown above because the latter has the -(CH 2 )2- group located 
between the silicone atom and the oxygen atom. On the other hand, in the present 
silicon oligomer, the silicon atom is directly bonded to the oxygen atom. The prior art 
does not teach or suggest that the -(CH 2 ) 2 - group between the silicon atom and the 
oxygen atom can be omitted. 

Crivello et al (Synthesis and Photopolymerization of 1-Prooenyl Ether 
Functional Siloxanes. Chemistry of Materials (1996), 8(1), pg. 209-1 8) teach the 
synthesis of 1-propenyl ether functional siloxane by the hydrosilations of a-(1- 
propenoxy)-co-(vinyloxy)alkanes (which chemical formula is CH 2 =CHOYOCH=CHCH 3 
wherein Y represents -(CH 2 ) 2 -, -(CH 2 ) 4 -, -(CH 2 ) 6 -, -(CH 2 ) 2 -0-(CH 2 ) 2 -, or ) and 

photopolymerization of such 1-propenyl ether functional siloxane. Present silicone 
oligomer of present claim 12 is distinguishable over the prior art's 1-propenyl ether 
functional siloxane because the latter compound has the -(CH 2 ) 2 - group located 
between the silicon atom and the oxygen atom (see chemical equations (7) and (8) on 
pg.213 of the prior art). On the other hand, in the present silicon oligomer, the silicone 
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atom is directly bonded to the oxygen atom. The prior art does not teach or suggest 
that the -(CH 2 ) 2 - group between the silicon atom and the oxygen atom can be omitted.
